I Freedom  Means  Truth  ( 
I Not  Teaching  of  Theory  (

1 Academic  freedom”  is  a 
M very  much  abused  term, 
ff  strictly  speaking  it  is  the 
||  freedom  of  those  who  attend 
g schools  of  learning  to  seek 
1 or  proclaim  the  truth  with- 
1 out  interference  by  church 
§j  or  state  or  other  organiza- 
g tions  of  men.  To  deny  the 
1 right  to  search  for  and  pro- 
§j  claim  the  truth  in  any  field 
1 of  inquiry  is  a curtailment 
1 of  academic  freedom.  In  that 
§•  meaning  academic  freedom 
1 is  both  sought  for  and  de- 
g fended  by  the  Church  bf 
\ Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints. 

But  there  are  those  who 
have  come  to  identify  aca- 
demic freedom  as  the  right 
to  teach  unsuspecting  youth 
any  theory,  false  or  true, 
which  a particular  instructor 
at  the  time  has  embraced, 
without  fear  of  criticism  or 
investigation.  That  person, 
I student  or  professor,  who 
feels  that  his  academic  free- 
dom is  curtailed  because  he 
is  challenged  in  his  position 
by  others  is  either  fool  or 
1 knave. 

Freedom  of  Student 
1 Academic  freedom  is  free- 
1 dom  to  the  student  to  weigh 
H the 'professor  and  his  point 
1 of  view  quite  as  much  as  it  is 
E for  the  professor  to  express 
f§  it.  It  is  not  the  freedom  of  a 
M mature  teacher  to  foist  upon 
= immature  students  his  own 
M doubtful  conclusions — or  to 
1 cast  doubt  and  scepticism 
E upon  long  cherished  beliefs 
§§  without  constructive  replace- 
j ment. 

1 Academic  freedom  requires 
E a respect  for  the  person  who 
1 speaks  rather  than  accept- 
1 ance  of  the  idea  expressed, 
g Academic  freedom  is  often 
g denied  by  the  attitudes  and 
g actions  of  those  who  shout 
g most  loudly  for  it.  It  becomes 
1 all  too  often,  so  far  as  the 
1 students  are  concerned,  the 
g right  of  the  “enlightened” 
g professor  to  force  upon  them 
§ any  half-baked  formulas  he 
might  spawn. 

Committee  to  Truth 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints  is  com- 
mitted to  an  acceptance  of 
the  truth  wherever  and  when- 
ever it  may  be  discovered. 
When  asked,  “what  is  Mor- 
monism,”  Brigham  Young 
replied,  “it  is  the  truth,”  by 
which  he  meant  that  the 
Church  stands  ready  to  em- 
brace all  discovered  truth 
and  to  discard  all  disclosed 
error. 

g Joseph  Smith  voiced  the 
1 same  thought  when  he 
g wrote,  “If  there  is  anything 


virtuous,  lovely,  praisewor-  1 
thy,  or  of  good  report  we  g 
seek  after  these  things."  1 

No  greater  charter  for  aca-  g 
demic  freedom  can  be  found  g 
than  in  the  declaration  of  j 
Jesus  Christ  to  the  Church: 

“The  Glory  of  God  is  intell- 
igence, or  in  other  words 
light  and  truth.  . . . 

Every  spirit  of  man  was 
innocent  in  the  beginning; 
and  God  having  redeemed 
man  from  the  fall,  man  be- 
came again,  in  his  infant 
state,  innocent  before  God. 

“And  that  wicked  one  com- 
meth  and  taketh  away  light  g 
and  truth,  through  disobedi-  = 
ence,  from  the  children  of  1 
men,  and  because  of  the  tra-  g 
dition  of  their  fathers.  But  1 
I have  commanded  you  to  g 
bring  up  your  children  in  jg 
light  and  truth.”  (D.&C.  93:  g 
3640.) 

Study  and  Learn 

Further,  the  Lord  has  g 
said,  “study  and  learn,  and  g 
become  acquainted  with  all  g 
good  books  and  with  lan-  g 
guages,  tongues  and  peo-  g 
pies.”  (D&C.  90:15.) 

The  one  place  in  the  aca-  g 
demic  world  today  where  g 
professors  and  students  have  g 
academic  freedom  to  teach  E 
the  truth  concerning  God  and  E 
man  is  in  the  great  univer-  g 
sity  of  the  Church.  To  ig-  g 
nore  revelation  is  not  the  g 
badge  of  academic  freeedom.  g 
To  deny  this  ayenue  of  learn-  g 
ing  is  little  short  of  intellec-  g 
tual  blindness. 

Must  Invite  Analysis  g 

To  say  that  institutions  g 
can  crystalize  established  be-  = 
liefs  until  inquiry  is  stifled  g 
is  all  too  often  a truism — g 
but  this  cannot  long  be  said  = 
of  a prosylyting  institution  g 
— which  must  forever  invite  E 
keen  analysis  and  critism.  A 1 
cl  lurch  that  is  truly  a mis-  M 
sionary  church  seeking  to  g 
convert  all  men,  must  of  ne-  1 
cessity  open  its  doors  to  an  g 
investigation  of  its  teachings  g 
by  both  those  within  and  g 
outside  its  folds.

No  one  ever  thought  that 
he  was  losing  his  academic 
freedom  because  he  listened 
to  Plato  or  Aristotle,  al- 
though history  might  find 
him  misled.  Certainly  one 
did  not  lose  his  academic 
freedom  by  listening  to  or 
embracing  the  teachings  of 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  nor  could 
he  be  charged  with  having 
given  up  that  freedom  should 
he  listen  in  our  day  as  Christ 
speaks  again.
